In that 
post, she developed military personnel programs for women, 
which were instituted throughout the service. She also 
has served as managing director of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. She has been a GW faculty member since 1966.

HOLIDAY HAZARDS AND PRECAUTIONS 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — "Just thirty seconds of burning of a dry Christmas 
tree is long enough for a fire to get out of control," advises Armand Levasseur, 
safety officer at The George Washington University. 

"Most people water trees when they put them up and then tend to forget about 
them," he says. "They should continue to attend to them frequently to keep water 
at the base of the trunk," he explains. They should not be placed near a heat source, 
such as a radiator or register, where they dry out more quickly. Location of trees 
so that escape routes are not blocked also is important. 

"Unattended lighting is the most important single factor in fires from Christmas 
trees," Mr. Levasseur notes. If there is any indication of loose sockets, frayed 
wiring, or cracked insulation on the wiring, a string of tree lights should not be used. 
The lights should be unplugged when no one is near. No wiring should be laid under rugs 
or any combustible material where the wiring would be walked on. The safety officer 
recommends getting rid of the tree as soon as it has served its purpose. 

Combustible holiday wrappings and decorations, carelessness with cigarettes, and 
unattended fireplaces, are other holiday hazards to be reckoned with, according to 
Mr. Levasseur. "To test material for combustibility, take a small sample to a safe loca¬ 
tion, such as a large ash tray or a fireplace, and touch a match to it," advises the ex¬ 
pert. "For safety, the material should melt rather than burn." 

His advice on emptying ash trays may please those who prefer not to clean up right 
after a party. He says, "Never empty ash trays until the next morning."

CARE OF CHRISTMAS CACTUS AND CYCLAMEN 

WASHINGTON, D.C. -- "Christmas cactus can stand the same 

temperature that people can. But, a cyclamen needs the cold," 

says Dr. Kittie Parker, George Washington University professor 

emeritus of botany, of these two popular Christmas plants. 


The Christmas cactus (zygocactus truncatus) is not a

cactus of the deserts, but of the tropics," she explains. "Once its 
buds have set, it doesn't care how warm it is. Water it well, then 
wait until the topsoil feels dry to the touch and water it again," 
she continues. 


The cyclamen (cyclamen persicum) must be cool at night

while it is in flower," she says. "It's got to be in a temperature 
of from 40 to 55 degrees, no warmer at night, and no hotter than 
.65 degrees during the day. It should always be kept in filtered 
light, not direct, warm sunlight. Cyclamen should be watered so- 
that it is kept evenly moist,not soggy. Don't rot the bulb by 
watering it directly. Water your plant around the edges," she 
admonishes. "Most people have a cyclamen about two weeks, then the 
leaves turn yellow and drop off because they don't keep it cool," 
she observes. 


If people will just remember the proper temperatures, they

should be able to enjoy both plants well after the Christmas season,' 
she comments.
